Preliminary Presents Review 
of Fatal Dinner Party 
of June 16

Judge Hamilton To Decide if

If the district attorney's office 
planned to reduce the murder 
charges against Milburn Hannah 
to manslaughter, there was no 
indication of it as Hannah’s pre- 
liminary was being held

today 

Prior to the hearing it was 
unoffcially reported that Han- 
nah’s charge would be reduced 
but as the preliminary got un- 
der way and continued this af- 
ternoon, the proceedings con- 
cerned the murder complaint. 
Hannah is charged with caus- 
ing the death of Frank Foster 
as a climax to a dinner party 
in Ontario June 16, The prison- 
ed allegedly struck and kicked 
Foster, causing his death within 
1 short time. The inquest jury
